Police Believe They Now Have in 
Charge the Men Who Killed a Sa- 
loonkeeper on Madison 
Street. 


John McCann, alias John Rigney, and 
Jerry Toomey are f{n the holdover at the 
Pour Courts suspected of murdering W. E. 
KKronsbein, a grocer and saloonkeeper, at 
Nineteenth and Madison streets, one year 
ago. 

McCann was arrested at the time of the 
killing, but evidence was lacking to connect 
him with the crime. The police, under the 
direction of Chief Desmond and Capt. Reyn- 
ids, believe they have secured damaging 
evidence against the two men. 

Several persons who were working for 
Kronsbein at the time of the murder are 
being sought by detectives and will be 
brought in to attempt to identify the pris- 
» Oners., 

Capt. Reynolds said Wednesday that some 
g00d evidence had been obtained, but he re- 
ferred to Chief Desmond for information 
concerning the nature of proof. 

McCann and Toomey were arrested sev- 
eral days ago and subsequently identified 
as the men who had robbed Adolph Stecker 
at the point of a pistol while’ he was on the 
way to his home at 17 North Third street 
Stecker lost about $15 and a watch. 
eney were also identitietas the same men 
who haited Thomar Wilson at Twentieth 
and O'Fallon streets, Dec. 19, the sam: 
evening that the Stecker robbery occurred. 
and took from him $18.17. Wilson knows 
MeCann and spoke to him. He says that 
the robber was surprised and returned his 
money. 

The same thing happened to Thomas E!- 
Hott of 1830 Benton street on the same 
night. He was also recognized by McCann 
and Toomey, and a small amount of 
money removed from his pockets was given 
back, after the thieves asked for enough 
money to purchase beer. 

Saloonkeeper Kronsbein was behind his 
bar late at night one year ago when two 
men entered the place and asked for beer. 
One of the men continued walking around 
ihe end of the bar. The one in front pointed 
a pistol at the saloonkeeper. Kronsbein 
reached for his revolver, which was in the 
cash drawer. The other man by this time 
was close enough to shoot him at short 
range. They escaped without rifline the 
drawer. Kronsbein died at the City Hospi- 
ta’ a day or so later. ‘ 

Twenty or 30 persons were arrested and 
brought into the Four Courts. Among them 
were “Skippy’’ Rohan, McCann and Toom- 
ey.

AUTHORITIES THINK HE HAS

SAVANNAH, Mo., Jan. 2—A warrant 
may be sworn out between today and Mon- 
day for the arrest of the man suspected of 
lrrank W. Richardson on 
Christmas eve.

The general impression is that the testi- 
mony of Miss Bessie Phillis has placed such 
a cloud on the reputation of Mrs. Richard- 
son that she must go before the coroner and 
tell her story in order to vindicate herself. 

Mrs. Richardson suffers much mental 
angujsh because of the girl's statements. 
and this blow seems to be harder to bear 
than is the death of her husband. 

It is possible she knows more than has 
been brought out and will tell it. Her rel- 
atives and friends have up.to this time 
persistently declared she told everything 
and could throw no more light on the case. 
Now they say she will vindicate herseif 
when she takes the stand. 

Arthur Brewster, state senator from St. 
Joseph, who came into the case yesterday 
afternoon as the legal representative of 
Mrs; Richardson, was asked what evidence 
would be introduced to offset the reflections 
on Mrs. Richardson contained in the evi- 
dence given by Bessie Phillis and her com- 
panion, H. E. Tatmen. 

“There will be none,” he said, “other 
than what Mrs. Richardson herself will 
give. And I want to say further that, when 
she takes the stand, she will tell a story 
that everybody will believe.”’ 

Cc. F. Boohr, who has been examining 
most of the witnesses, said: ‘“‘The man who 
killed Frank Richardson is the man who 
owned the revolver found by little Car] 
Rickhoff. 

George Crowley, who was brought into 
the case by Miss Phillis’ testimony. in an 
interview today denies the statements made 
by -jArer. He admitted taking supper at the 
Richardson home on the Tuesday before the 
killing, but says there was nothing im- 
proper in that. The oldest Richardson boy 
had called to him when he was driving by 
and asked him to come and eat with them, 
as hie had killed his first rabbit. After sup- 
per he played carooms with the boy. The 
testimony given by George Crowley on the 
first. day of the inquest regarding his 
whereabuuts at the time of the murder was 
as follows: 

“Tam a stock-holder of the Fife-Richard- 
son Mercantile company.” 

“When did you last see Mr. Richardson 
aliva?”’ . 

“About 8 or 8:15 o'’clock.’’ 

‘Did you leave him at the store?” 

“Yes, sir. He left the Sommerville & Hyde 
store with me. He went home. I learned 
from Dorce Meyers, at his saloon where 
I went, that Frank was killed. It was an 
hour after I left him at the Sommerville & 
Hyde store that I learned of the tragedy. 
I then went right to the house.”’ 

Crowley is 38 years old and has a wife and 
one child. 

So farastheability of the coroner's jury 
to solve the mystery is concerned the in- 
quest could have ended yesterday. It is cer- 
tain that it.was adjourned for no other pur- 
pose than to give Mrs. Richardson a chance 
to testify.

RUSH OF ~ PROSPECTORS 


An Old Man Made the Discovery Ten 
Years Ago, but Returned to His 
Diggings and Was Lost.

EL PASO, Tex., Jan. 2.—Harry Alexand- 
er, commercial agent of the El Paso & 
Northeastern Railway, on which Captain,N. 
M., is located, received a dispatch today 
from the railway agent there confirming 
the report of the discovery of diamonds in 
that vicinity. The agent wires that the 


story of the value and genuineness of the 
gems was not exaggerated, and that the 
locality is rapidly filling up with prospec- 
tors.

HIS CURIOUS CRYPTOGRAM:

Through It He Sought to Show That 
Shakspeare’s Plays Were Really 
Written by Francis Bacon. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 2.—With the 
birth of the new century Ignatius Donnelly, 
author and political reformer, has passed 
away. Death came to Mr. Donnelly at three 
minutes after the hour-of midnight this 
morning. He was 70 years of age. For %& 
years his name has been known in literary 
circles and he has figured in national and 
local polities. Mr. Donnelly came into 
public notice more through his studies and 
writing on Shakspeare than for any other 
reason. It was he who evolved the famous 
cryptogram, through which he sought to 
show that the plays credited to the Bard of 
Avon were not written by William Shaks- 


| peare, but by Francis Bacon, his friend and 


fellow litterateur. 

Mr. Donnelly, who lived in Hastings, was 
visiting at the home of his -father-in-law, 
Barton Hanson in this city tonight, when 
he fell over in an unconscious condition. 
Dr. Murphy was:summoned, and he at once 
pronounced it a> case of heart failure. 

Ignatius Donnelly, known as ““‘The Sage 
of Nininger,’’ has been conspicuous In the 
olitical and literary field for many years. 
Mr. Donnelly came to Minnesota 35 years 


‘ago, and since that time had been a mem- 
“ber of both houses of the State Legisla- 
‘ture and represented his district in Con- 


gress. 
During his many years In thé state Legis- 
lie was an able or- 
ator and had pronounced ideas, and durin 
his political career had been @ member o 


‘nearly every political party Known in the 


State. , 

For the last few years he had been bit- 
terly opposed to the policy of the Demo- 
cratic party, and at the last general elec- 
tion he was a candidate for vice-president 
on the Middle-of-the-Road Populist ticket. 

Mr. Donnelly married about three years 
azo Miss Hanson, a daughter of Barton 
Hanson, of -tthis city, and since that time 
they have made their home in Minneapolis.
